£ NORMAL SCHOOL GRAFT.
" There seems o be an abnormal pro-
pensity among cértaln members of the

as & private snap, and that their only
mission In representing their constitu-
ents, Is to graft off from the state.
This Is exemplified in the Normal
school graft which has been so con-
spicuotis in every sesslon of the legls-
lature, A normal school is not a state
institution. It is simply a high school
of some clty changed Into a normal
school to be supported at the expense
of the state. During the existence of
the normal schools at Ashland, Weston
and Drain, for the past 10 years not
a single teacher has been graduatel
These schools teach all the rudiments
from the primer class to the gramar
school, but they turn out no teachers,
and never intend to.

One normal school in the state is
sufficlent for all requirements in elu-
cating teachers, and no one will object
to supporting the one Institution. But
when it comes to wsupporting three
high schools under the esuphonious ti-
tle of normal schools, the taxpayers
rebel. Stealing from the public treas-
ury is made a political issue in the
counties of Union, Jackson and Doug-
lass. No man can be elected to the
legislature that will not agree to
plunder the state treasury to foster
a normal school whose only evidence
that it belongs to that class is the sign
over the door.

Another graft to which the people
object is the appropriations made for
building additions, buying new appa-
ratus and employing more profeasors.
None of these are needed. The present
educational institytions are ample for
all present needs, and very dollar se-
cured for alleged betterments are
grafts pure and simple Of ths amount
of the general appropriation bill over
$300,000 was for the state university,
sgricultural college and normal schools
in excess of the adequate appropri-
tion now provided by law. Not $150,200
of the appropriation will be usel for
the purposes intended but will go into
the pockels of the promoters of the
graft. There arc more professors and
teachers In each of the state Institu-
tions than are required, and the ap-
propriation is used In part to support
o gang of worthless pedagogues who
w eomserve thelr constituents bet-
ter ehopplng cordwood, &n avocm-
tion they are more Stted for then at-
1empting to teach children new isima
in educational Institutions,

Jury Will View the Remains of
Local Option.

QUESTION OF JURISDICTION

Did Hendrickson Sell Liquoer in the
Front Part of the Saloon or in the
Rear, and Is the Saloon in the
Limits of Astoria?

The case ngainst John Hendrickson
charged with a violatlon of the local
option law, occupled the attention of
the clroult court all day yesterday
When the first witness was put on the
stand the attorneys for Hendrickson
raised the question of jurisdiction. It
is contended that the Last Chance
saloon Is not within the corporate
limits of the city of Astoria, nor with-
In the boundary described In the pe-
tion for local optlon.

The petition described the precinet
as being bound by low water mark of
the Columbia river, when It Is con-
tended by the defendant's attorney:
tha the tide goes at least 50 feet mouth
of the rear end of the saloon, and it
this Is a fact, it does not come with-
in the prescribed limits of the bound-
ary line of the city.

The state contegnds that the tide
come to about the center of the sa-
loon, and If this contention ls true, the
question arises, dld Hendrickson sell
liguor In the front end of the saloon
or the rear end? If he sold It in the
front end be has not viojated the luw
In order to settle this question the

day afternoon to enable the jury g
visit the premises, which they will do
at § o'clock this morning. The whole
case rests on this question. If the
court has no jurisdiction, he will s
Instruct the jury, which will bring In
a verdict of not gulity.

If the defendunt is acquitted, he can
lgo ahead and sell liquors, but wheth-
er the clty will have any jurisdiction
to issue a llcense, or whether It must
be procured from the county under the
old law, and Jdoes the local option re-
peal the old law, are questions fon
further consideration. The case Is at-
tracting considerable attentlion and
several ladles are present, presumably
to show their interest in the result of
the trial.
